The  Bridgend  Cottage  Hospital. 


'J'HE  Hospital  as  originally  built,  was  tbe  result  of  the  combined  efforts 
of  the  Bridgend  Eisteddfod  Committee,  The  Earl  of  Dunraven, 
and  the  late  Mr.  Henry  John  Randall.  Lord  Dunraven  subscribed  for 
seven  years  the  sum  of  £100  annually  to  the  Funds  of  the  Eisteddfod 
Committee,  and  during  this  seven  years  the  Committee  raised  about 
£1,200.  It  was  then  definitely  decided  to  build  the  Hospital  on  its 
present  site,  which  was  secured  by  lease  from  the  Earl  of  Dunraven  at 
the  nominal  rent  of  one  shilling  per  annum.  On  completion  of  the 
Building,  it  was  found  that  the  money  was  not  sufficient  for  the  erection, 
and  Mr.  Henry  John  Randall  subscribed  £300.  The  total  cost  of  the 
Building  was  £1,542  4s.  5d.  The  original  furnishing  cost  over  £300. 

The  Foundation  Stone  was  laid  by  Mrs.  J.  P.  Turbervill  on  24th 
April,  1895,  and  the  erection  completed  in  the  middle  of  1896.  Mrs. 
Turbervill  performed  the  Opening  Ceremony  on  the  11th  November,  1896.

Mr.  T.  G.  Smith  is  deceased,  and  Mr.  John  Evans,  Manager  of  the 
National  Provincial  Bank,  Bridgend,  was  appointed  in  his  stead  in  1920. 

Col.  J.  P.  Turbervill  is  also  deceased,  and  Col.  J.  I.  D.  Nicholl  was 
appointed  Trustee  in  1924. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Randall  died  in  1927,  and  The  Right  Hon.  The  Earl  of 
Dunraven  was  appointed  a  Trustee.

GENERAL. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Thirty-Third  Annual 
Report  and  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1928. 

They,  with  the  Sub-Committees,  have  had  to  give  much  attention,  not 
only  to  the  work  of  the  existing  Hospital,  but  to  the  preparation  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  New  Hospital,  which  matter  is  being  dealt  with  later  in 
the  Report. 

The  number  of  In-patients  admitted  during  the  year  corresponds  very 
closely  with  that  of  1927. 

In  regard  to  the  Out-patients,  it  will  be  observed  that  170  were 
attended  to  in  1928,  as  against  158  in  1927.  Of  these  there  is  a  corres¬ 
ponding  increase  of  Accident  Cases  for  Dressings,  135  being  attended  to, 
as  against  116  in  the  previous  year. 

Since  the  closing  of  the  year,  we  have  learned  with  sorrow  of  the 
deaths  of  Mrs.  C.  G.  Turbervill  and  Sir  Sidney  Byass.  Both  were  very 
well  known  for  their  acts  of  kindness  and  generosity,  and  both  were  par¬ 
ticularly  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  The  Committee  are 
deeply  sensitive  of  the  great  loss'  they  will  suffer  by  the  deaths  of  these 
benefactors,  whose  influence  for  the  welfare  of  this  institution  in  the  past 
has  always  been  appreciated. 

The  Committee  also  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Thomas  Morgan 
of  the  Dunraven  Hotel.  Mr.  Morgan  had  a  big  heart,  and  was  always 
ready  to  do  everything  in  support  of  the  Hospital;  he  will  be  sadly  missed. 
It  is  with  gratitude  we  report  that  of  his  kind  thought  he  left  the  sum  of 
£50  to  the  Hospital,  and  the  Committee  are  investing  this  sum,  which 
will  bring  into  the  funds  the  equivalent  to  his  accustomed  subscription  in 
perpetuity. 


The  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  that  Mr.  Robert  Davies  Owen, 
B  Sc  F  R  C.S.,  has  consented  to  become  an  Honorary  Ear,  J-broat,  and 
Nose  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital,  in  the  place  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  Mason 
Jones,  whose  death  was  referred  to  in  the  last  Report. 

It  is  with  regret  we  refer  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  W.  McAllister,  who 
has  for  some  years  been  a  member  of  the  Hospital  Committee.  Our 
deepest  sympathy  is  with  him,  and  we  hope  he  will  soon  recover  sufficiently 
to  take  an  interest  again  in  the  welfare  of  this  Institution. 

The  Hospital  Ball  Committee  is  still  active,  and  in  November  held  a 
very  successful  Ball.  This  was  later  followed  by  the  Children  s  Fancy 
Dress  Party  and  Adults’  Evening  Dance,  both  of  which  were  well 
attended.  The  Ball  Committee  has  not  since  met  but  we  have  every 
reason  to  anticipate  that  their  usual  donation  of  £100.  wdl  soon  be  loi  Ji 
coming,  and  we  are  sincerely  grateful  to  them  for  their  labours. 

Lady  Geoffrey  Byass  was  the  President  for  the  season,  and  proved  to 
be  hiffhl'v  popular  'Mrs.  J.  P.  Maitland,  as  Vice-President  was  most 
enthufiastii,  and  exceedingly  helpful.  Canon  David  Phillips,  as  usual, 
was  the  able  Chairman  of  Committees,  and  Mr  Ernest  Carver,  who, 
though  rarely  attending  the  meetings,  had  the  greater  pait  ot  the  bmde  , 
thrust  upon  him,  and  very  ably  saw  that  everything  was  carried  through 
without  a  hitch.  Members  of  the  Committee  (particularly  the  Wo  ^ 
Committee)  were  most  zealous  in  their  efforts,  and  are  to  be  commended 
on  the  success  they  obtained. 

The  Porthcawl  Voluntary  Committee  (of  which  Mr.  R.  I S.  Hayes  is 
Chairman,  Mr.  A.  A.  Green,  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Russeel  Mably,  Secre¬ 
tary),  we  understand,  has  also  been  active  again  and  it  is  reported  they 
are  contributing  £15  towards  the  Hospital  Funds,  and  £10  10s.  towards 
the  X-Ray  Department,  as  a  result  of  their  Dance.  Needless  to  saj ,  we 
feel  most  grateful  to  them  for  their  excellent  help. 

The  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  thanks  to  Mr.  Hubert 
Edwards,  Hon.  Auditor;  Mr.  Michael  Davies,  Hon.  Valuer;  Mr.  D.  J. 
Evans,  Hon.  Treasurer;  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  for  their  continued 

valuable  services. 

Again  we  congratulate  the  Consultants,  the  Medical  Staff,  and  the 
Matron  and  her  Staff  upon  the  successful  working  of  the  Institution,  and 
we  thank  them  for  their  valuable  services. 

The  Committee  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  Subscribers  and  Donors  to 
the  Hospital  Fund,  to  the  Jumble  Sale  Committee,  Friendly  Societies, 
Railwaymen,  Members  of  the  National  Asylum  Workers  Union,  Co  nuy 
Workers,  Post  Office  Staff,  Councils’  Employees,  the  varied  Tradesmens 
Employees,  and  all  others  who  have  so  kindly  contributed  to  the  Hospital 
during  the  year.

The  Officers — Mrs.  J.  I.  D.  Nicholl  (Presi¬ 
dent),  Miss  Williams  (Vice-President),  Miss  S.  M.  Hopkin  (Hon.  Secre¬ 
tary),  and  Mrs.  Gwilym  Jenkins  (Hon.  Treasurer),  and  members  of  the 
Guild — are  wonderfully  enthusiastic  in  their  purpose  to  secure  what  linen 
may  be  necessary  by  the  Opening  Day  of  the  New  Hospital,  and  in  this 
they  are  obtaining  the  very  live  assistance  of  the  Mothers’  Union  (Mrs. 
David  Phillips,  Enrolling  Member),  and  the  Girls’  Friendly  Society  (Miss 
George,  Secretary),  whose  help  largely  contributes  to  the  success  of  this 
department.  Mrs.  Fred  Browning  has  also  given  excellent  assistance  by 
contributing  £25,  as  a  result  of  a  Dancing  Display.  Any  help  which  can 
be  given  to  this  section  of  the  Hospital  work  is  always  much  appreciated. 

X-RAY  FUND. 

It  is  known  to  many  that  Dr.  W.  Edmund  Thomas  has  been  most 
assiduous  in  bis  endeavours  to  raise  a  fund  for  an  X-Ray  Apparatus  at 
the  New  Hospital.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the  new  building  for  this, 
and  it  is  indeed  gratifying  to  state  that  Dr.  Thomas  has  collected  up  to 
the  date  of  writing  this  Report  the  sum  of  £234.  The  Committee  wish 
to  thank  Dr.  Thomas  for  his  efforts,  and  the  Subscribers  also  for  their 
support  in  this  direction.  It  will  require  nearly  £150  more  to  enable  the 
Committee  to  purchase  this  equipment,  and  the  Committee  would  like 
immensely  to  see  sufficient  funds  in  hand  to  purchase  in  readiness  for  the 
Opening  of  the  Hospital.  A  list  of  those  who  have  subscribed  will  be 
found  in  another  page.  Those  who  wish  to  allocate  a  donation  to  the  X- 
Ray  Department  may  send  in  their  subscriptions  addressed  to  Dr.  W. 
Edmund  Thomas  at  the  Hospital. 


MAINTENANCE  FUND. 


It  will  be  seen  by  a  comparison  of  the  Accounts  that  the  Subscriptions 
have  slightly  decreased  since  1927,  as  also  the  Donations  and  Colliery  Con¬ 
tributions.  The  Committee  very  much  regret  this,  particularly  so  in 
regard  to  the  Colliery  Contributions.  It  is  unfortunate  the  Hospital 
should  suffer  so  much  from  lack  of  support  from  Colliery  Employees,  as 
they  were  in  the  past  among  the  chief  supporters,  and  the  fall  in  their 
contributions  is  likely  to  prejudice  very  much  the  easy  working  of  the 
Institution.  The  Mining  Industry,  however,  is  showing  signs  of  improve¬ 
ment,  and  the  Committee  sincerely  hope  the  men  will  very  shortly 
shoulder  a  greater  part  of  the  burden  of  Maintenance  with  the  good-will 
they  have  borne  towards  the  Hospital  in  the  past.  It  is  with  pleasure 
the  Committee  are  able  to  report  that  the  Workpeople’s  Collections  have 
increased,  largely  due  to  increased  contributions  from  the  Railwaymen 
and  the  Members  of  the  National  Asylum  Workers’  Union.  The  last- 
mentioned  body  are  likely  to  bring  their  contributions  up  to  about  £80 
per  annum  in  the  future,  and  this  is  most  gratifying.  On  account  of  the 
heavy  debit  balance  of  nearly  £200  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  had  to  encroach  upon  Entertainments  to  keep  them  going, 
but,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Accounts,  this  has  been  the  means  of  bringing 
down  the  debit  balance  to  £75  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


NEW  HOSPITAL  AT  FITZHAMON  COURT. 

We  have  lost  much  in  not  being  able  to  keep  in  the  Building  Fund 
during  1928  the  Entertainments  Receipts  which  were  diverted  to  the 
Maintenance  Fund,  and  consequently  have  to  make  and  urgent  appeal 
for  monies  towards  the  Building,  so  that  we  may  have  as  little  debt  as 
possible  on  this  Account. 


Messrs.  P.  Gaylard  and  Son  have  secured  the  Building  and  Plumbing 
Contracts,  and  Messrs.  J.  C.  Hitt  and  Sons  the  Heating.  It  is  only 
fair  to  them  to  say  that,  in  spite  of  the  pressure  brought  upon  them  by 
the  Architects  (Messrs.  Cook  and  Edwards),  the  several  weeks  of  severe 
frost  have  very  much  delayed  their  progress,  and  it  will  mean  a  tre¬ 
mendous  speeding  up  to  have  everything  ready  for  the  Opening. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Committee,  the  Countess  of  Plymouth  has 
graciously  consented  to  perform  the  Opening  Ceremony,  which  will  take 
place  on  Tuesday,  the  30th  April,  1929.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  secure  a  date  convenient  both  to  the  Countess  and  to  The  Earl  of 
Dunraven,  who  will  preside  over  the  Ceremony.  Arrangements  are  well 
in  hand  for  this  occasion. 

The  New  Hospital  will  provide  a  Male  Ward  of  7  beds;  a  Female 
Ward  of  7  beds ;  and  two  Private  Wards.  There  will  also  be  a  very 
serviceable  Out-patients’  Department  consisting  of  a  Waiting-room  and 
Surgery.  The  Surgery  will  be  equipped  to  deal  with  minor  operations, 
and  so  save  some  cases  going  to  the  large  Operating  Theatre  for  attention. 
To  this  department  there  will  be  a  separate  entrance,  where  cases  will  be 
first  examined,  and  if  thought  fit  for  Hospital  treatment,  will  be  detained. 
The  X-Ray  Department  is  under  the  same  roof. 


The  Committee  are  indebted  to  Dr.  W.  Edmund  Thomas,  who  has 
very  kindly  come  to  their  assistance  by  generously  furnishing  the  Out¬ 
patients’  Department  and  supplying  the  Blinds  for  the  X-Ray  Rooms. 
Support  of  such  practical  character  merits  our  indebtedness  and  gratitude.

For  golfing  enthusiasts  who  may  become 
patients  at  the  Hospital,  this  is  likely  to  prove  a  real  part  of  their  treat¬ 
ment.  The  Course  will  be  opened  with  the  Opening  of  the  Hospital,  and 
the  Committee  much  appreciate  Major  Sullivan’s  activity  in  this. 

THE  COMMITTEE  ARE  PREPARED  TO  CONSIDER  THE 
NAMING  AND  ENDOWING  OF  WARDS,  BEDS,  ETC.,  and  should  any 
of  these  be  agreed  upon  previous  to  the  Opening  Ceremony,  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  have  the  necessary  indication  in  readiness  for  that  event. 

Subscribers  will  be  interested  to  learn  in  this  connection  that  the 
Jumble  Sale  Committee  have  decided  to  completely  furnish,  out  of  their 
Funds,  the  two  Private  Wards,  and  this  will  certainly  take  a  large  burden 
off  the  Committee,  who  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  kind  thought  which 
prompted  the  generous  action.  They  are"  also  taking  on  themselves  the 
burden  of  giving  the  necessary  complement  of  Blankets  for  the  public 
Wards. 

Messrs.  Gilbert  Williams,  A.  Mason  Williams  and  C'o.,  and  Russell 
Brown,  have  kindly  agreed  to  supply  a  Clock  for  the  Hospital  Hall,  and 
the  Male  and  Female  Wards.  Such  gifts  will  be  very  much  appreciated. 

A  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  draft  the  New  Rules  which  shall 
govern  the  New  Hospital,  and  their  suggestions,  which  do  not  very 
materially  differ  from  the  Rules  already  existing,  appear  on  another  page. 

This  will  be  the  last  Report  of  the  Committee  for  a  full  year  of  the 
Bridgend  Cottage  Hospital,  the  Foundation  Stone  of  which  was  laid  by 
Mrs.  J.  P.  Turbervill  in  1895.  Much  good  work  has  been  done  here,  but, 
with  greater  accommodation  and  better  facilities  in  the  New  Institution, 
we  believe  greater  things  and  better  results  may  be  obtained.

RULES 


1.  — The  Name  of  the  Institution  is  “The  Bridgend  Cottage  Hospital.” 

2.  — The  District  to  be  served  by  the  Hospital  shall  be  the  Parishes 
or  Hamlets  of  Coity,  Coychurch  Lower,  Pencoed,  Llangan,  Ewenny,  St. 
Brides  Major,  Wick,  Colwinstone,  St  .Andrew’s  Minor,  IVIerthyrmawr, 
Tythegston  Lower,  Laleston,  Ynysawdre,  Newcastle  Lower,  and  New¬ 
castle  Higher.  But  these  limits  shall  not  apply  to  accidents,  or  to 
surgical  cases  relievable  by  operation  or  treatment  provided  that  the 
conditions  of  Rule  10  are  observed,  and  also  that  the  Medical  Attendants 
of  such  cases  shall  either  personally  attend  or  arrange  with  one  of  the 
local  Medical  Officers  to  take  over  the  case.  Provided  always  that  no 
patient  be  admitted  from  outside  the  limits  of  the  Bridgend  and  Cow- 
bridge  Union.  This  Pule  shall  only  apply  to  patients  admitted  by  letters 
of  recommendation. 

3.  — There  shall  be  5  Trustees,  3  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Bridgend  Eisteddfod  Committee  and  2  by  the  Subscribers  to  the  Institu¬ 
tion,  in  whom  all  property  shall  be  vested.  They  shall  hold  office  as  long 
as  they  are  willing  to  act,  or  until  it  shall  otherwise  be  decided  by  a 
majority  of  the  Subscribers. 

4.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee  of  18, 
who  shall  be  chosen  at  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Subscribers,  and  of  the 
following  ex-officio  members,  viz.  : — The  Trustees,  the  Medical  Officers 
(being  the  Medical  gentlemen  in  practice  and  residing  in  the  Bridgend 
Urban  District  who  are  willing  to  act),  the  Hon.  Secretary  and  the  Hon. 
Treasurer.  Notice  to  propose  Members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  given 
to  the  Secretary  five  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers. 
Five  shall  form  a  quorum. 

5.  — A  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  shall  be  held  in  the  month 
of  March  in  each  year,  at  which  the  report  of  the  Committee  and  the 
Statement  of  Accounts  shall  be  read  and  considered,  and  the  Hon.  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Hon.  Treasurer  elected.  The  Report,  Statement  of  Accounts, 
and  List  of  Subscribers  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  Subscribers  14  days  before 
the  General  Meeting.  A  General  Meeting  may  also  be  called  as  provided 
by  Rule  16,  or  on  a  written  requisition  to  the  Secretary,  signed  by  not 
less  than  10  Subscribers,  such  requisition  to  state  the  purpose  for  which 
the  meeting  is  required.  All  Subscribers  of  Half-a-guinea  and  upwards 
shall  be  empowered  to  vote.  A  Donor  of  Ten  Guineas  shall  be  entitled 
during  his  life  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  Subscriber  of  Half-a-Guinea. 
Donors  of  Twenty  Guineas  and  upwards  shall  be  Life  Governors,  and 
shall  be  entitled  for  each  twenty  Guineas  to  the  privilege  of  a  subscriber 
of  One  Guinea.  The  Bridgend  Eisteddfod  Committee  shall  have  power  in 
respect  of  their  donation  to  appoint  Twenty  Life  Governors. 

6.  — The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  quarter,  and  at  any 
time  on  the  requisition  to  the  Secretary  of  three  members  thereof. 

7.  — The  establishment  shall  consist  of  a  Nurse  and  one  or  more  Assis¬ 
tants,  as  may  be  necessary,  two  of  whom  shall  be  resident  in  the  Hos¬ 
pital  ;  the  duties  of  the  Staff  shall  in  addition  to  the  nursing  of  Patients 
in  the  Hospital,  also  include  the  nursing  of  Patients  at  their  homes  on 
such  conditions  as  the  Committee  may  decide. 


8. — The  Medical  Officers  shall  monthly  in  rotation  attend  all  patients 
who  are  admitted  by  letters  of  recommendation,  provided  such  patients 
have  no  ordinary  medical  man  who  is  willing  to  attend  them  gratuitously. 


9. — No  Midwifery  Cases  nor  persons  suffering  under  contagious  or  in¬ 
curable  disease  shall  be  admitted,  and  no  patient  under  the  age  of  15 
shall  be  admitted  who  has  not  had  scarlet  fever  and  measles  and  been 
vaccinated,  except  in  cases  of  severe  accident.  No  child  to  be  admitted 
under  the  age  of  8  years  except  with  the  express  sanction  of  the  House 
Committee. 


10. — No  ordinary  patient  shall  be  admitted  without  a  letter  of  recom¬ 
mendation  from  a  Subscriber,  as  provided  hereafter,  countersigned  by  a 
Medical  Man  resident  in  the  district  served  by  the  Hospital;  such  letter 
to  entitle  the  patient  to  gratuitous  medical  and  nursing  treatment  with 
board  and  residence  in  the  Hospital  for  a  period  not  exceeding  a  week,  at 
the  expiration  of  which  time  a  further  letter  will  be  required.  A  patient 
may,  however,  be  admitted  at  any  time  in  cases  of  accident  or  other  emer¬ 
gency  without  any  letter  of  recommendation,  but  in  such  a  case  a  letter 
shall  be  obtained  within  seven  days.  In  like  manner  one  Out-patient 
ticket  will  entitle  a  Patient  to  Out-patient  treatment  for  one  week. 


11. — No  person  or  any  member  of  his  family  shall  be  eligible  for  a 
letter  of  recommendation  if  his  weekly  earnings  are  in  excess  of  £3  10s., 
except  where  the  House  Committee  shall  otherwise  decide  and  except 
when  the  wage-earner  of  the  family  is  himself  the  patient. 


12. — The  House  Committee  may  admit  patients  upon  their  Doctor’s 
application  who  are  in  a  position  to  pay  maintenance  and  medical 
charges,  provided  that  no  patients  holding  Subscribers’  letters  of  recom¬ 
mendation  are  thereby  excluded.  The  maintenance  charges  (on  a  scale 
varying  from  10s.  6d.  upwards  per  week  according  to  circumstances,  pay¬ 
able  weekly  in  advance)  to  be  arranged  prior  to  admission.  The  medical 
charges  to  be  an  arrangement  between  the  doctor  and  the  patient.  Out¬ 
patients  not  holding  Subscribers’  tickets  will  be  charged  Is.  per  visit. 


13. — Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing  shall  be  provided  in  the 
Hospital,  and  Patients  may  not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other 
source  without  the  sanction  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  case. 


14. — Every  Annual  Subscriber  of  One  Guinea  will  be  entitled  to  recom¬ 
mend  one  In-patient  annually,  or  four  Out-patients,  and  subscribers  of  a 
larger  amount  in  like  ratio.  Every  person  who  shall  submit  to  the 
Treasurer  a  Collection  made  in  any  Church  or  Chapel,  or  other  place,  to 
the  amount  of  One  Guinea,  will  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  for 
the  current  year,  and  so  on  in  like  ratio  for  every  One  Guinea.  The 
House  Committee  shall  have  50  Letters  of  Recommendation  each  year, 
to  be  issued  under  the  signatures  of  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the 
Horse  Committee. 


15. — Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in  advance,  and  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  due  on  the  1st  day  of  January  in  every  year.  No  person  shall  take 
any  part  in  the  business  of  the  Hospital  unless  his  or  her  Subscription  for 
the  current  year  has  been  paid. 


16.  — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  Bye-laws  for  the  better 
carrying  out  of  any  details  connnected  with  the  management  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  ;  they  also  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  vacancies  which  may  occur  in 
their  numbers  between  Annual  Meetings,  and  they  may  summon  a  Special 
General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  if  thought  necessary. 

17.  — The  Rules  can  be  altered  or  rescinded  only  at  a  General  Meeting 
of  the  Subscribers,  and  14  days’  notice  must  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Hon.  Secretary  of  any  proposed  alteration  or  rescission  specifying  the 
same.

PROPOSED  NEW  RULES. 


The  following  were  appointed  a  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
how  far  the  existing  Rules  could  be  applied  to  the  New  Hospital : — 
Canon  David  Phillips  (Chairman),  Col.  I.  D.  Nicholl,  Rev.  T.  P. 
Price,  Dr.  W.  Edmund  Thomas,  Messrs.  C.  G.  Turbervill,  J.  P. 
Maitland,  T.  E.  Jones,  H.  Webb,  Mrs.  Michael  Davies,  and  Mr. 
Christmas  Evans  (Hon.  Secretary).  They  give  below  the  result  of 
their  deliberations  for  the  consideration  of  the  Subscribers  at  their 
annual  Meeting : — 

The  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  have  considered  how  far  the 
existing  Rules  can  be  applied  to  the  New  Hospital,  and  give  below 
the  result  of  their  deliberations  for  the  consideration  of  the  Sub¬ 
scribers  at  their  Annual  Meeting : — 

1.  — The  Name  of  the  Institution  is  “The  Bridgend  and  District 
Hospital.” 

2.  — The  District  to  be  served  by  the  Hospital  shall  be  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Bridgend  and  Porthcawl,  the  Borough  and  Rural  District  of 
Cowbridge,  and  the  following  Civil  Parishes : — Coity,  Coychurch  Lower, 
Coychurch  Higher,  Pencoed,  Ewenny,  St.  Brides  Major,  Wick,  Merthyr- 
maiyr,  Tythegston  Lower,  Laleston,  Ynysawdre,  Newcastle  Higher,  St. 
Brides  Minor,  and  Llangynwyd  Lower. 

3.  — There  shall  be  5  Trustees,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Sub¬ 
scribers  to  the  Institution,  in  whom  all  property  shall  be  vested.  They 
shall  hold  office  as  long  as  they  are  willing  to  act,  or  until  it  shall  other¬ 
wise  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  Subscribers. 

4.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee  of  25, 
who  shall  be  chosen  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  and  of  the 
following  ex-officio  members,  viz.  : — The  Trustees,  the  Medical  Officers 
(being  the  Medical  gentlemen  in  practice  and  residing  in  the  area  served 
by  the  Hospital  who  are  willing  to  act) ,  the  Hon.  Secretary  and  the  Hon. 
Treasurer.  Notice  to  propose  Members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  given 
to  the  Secretary  five  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers. 
Five  shall  form  a  quorum. 

5.  — A  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  shall  be  held  in  the  month 
of  March  in  each  year,  at  which  the  Report  of  the  Committee  and  the 
Statement  of  Accounts  shall  be  read  and  considered,  and  the  Hon.  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Hon.  Treasurer  elected.  The  Report,  Statement  of  Accounts, 
and  List  of  Subscribers  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  Subscribers  14  days  before 
the  General  Meeting.  A  General  Meeting  may  also  be  called  as  provided 
by  Rule  16,  or  on  a  written  requisition  to  the  Secretary,  signed  by  not 
less  than  10  Subscribers,  such  requisition  to  state  the  purpose  for  which 
the  meeting  is  required.  All  Subscribers  of  Half-a-guinea  and  upwards 
Shall  be  empowered  to  vote.  A  Donor  of  Ten  Guineas  shall  be  entitled 
during  his  life  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  Subscriber  of  Half-a-guinea. 
Donors  of  Twenty  Guineas  and  upwards  shall  be  Life  Governors,  and 
shall  be  entitled  for  each  Twenty  Guineas  to  the  privileges  of  a  subscriber 
of  One  Guinea. 

6.  — The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  quarter,  and  at  any 
time  on  the  requisition  to  the  Secretary  of  three  Members  thereof. 

7-— The  Medical  Officers  will  attend  their  own  patients  during  the 
time  they  are  under  treatment  at  the  Hospital,  but  in  any  case  of  emer¬ 
gency,  a  local  doctor  shall  take  charge  of  the  case  admitted  until  the 
patient’s  own  doctor  shall  take  it  over.  In  all  cases  of  admission  of 
patients  from  outside  the  area  served  by  the  Hospital,  the  local  doctors 
will  deal  with  these  by  rota. 


8.  — No  Midwifery  Cases  nor  persons  suffering  under  contagious  or  in¬ 
curable  disease  shall  be  admitted,  and  no  patient  under  the  age  of  15 
shall  be  admitted  who  has  not  had  scarlet  fever  and  measles  and  been 
vaccinated,  except  in  cases  of  severe  accident. 

9.  — No  ordinary  patient  shall  be  admitted  without  a  letter  of  recom¬ 
mendation  from  a  Subscriber,  as  provided  hereafter,  countersigned  by  a 
Medical  Man  resident  in  the  district  served  by  the  Hospital ;  such  letter 
to  entitle  the  patient  to  gratuitous  medical  and  nursing  treatment,  with 
board  and  residence  in  the  Hospital  for  a  period  not  exceeding  a  week,  at 
the  expiration  of  which  time  a  further  letter  will  be  required.  These 
Letters  of  Recommendation  must  be  presented  before  admission  to  the 
'Hospital  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  Committee.  Apatient 
may,  however,  be  admitted  at  any  time  in  cases  of  accident  or  other  emer¬ 
gency  without  any  letter  of  recommendation,  but  in  such  case  a  letter 
shall  be  obtained  within  seven  days.  In  like  manner  one  Out-patient 
ticket  will  entitle  a  patient  to  out-patient  treatment  for  one  week. 

10.  — No  person  or  any  member  of  his  family  shall  be  eligible  for  a 
letter  of  recommendation  if  his  weekly  earnings  are  in  ekcess  of  £3  10s., 
except  where  the  House  Committee  shall  otherwise  decide  and  except 
when  the  wage-earner  of  the  family  is  himself  a  patient. 

11.  — The  House  Committee  may  admit  patients  upon  their  Doctor’s 
application  who  are  in  a  position  to  pay  maintenance  and  medical 
charges,  provided  that  no  patients  holding  Subscribers’  letters  of  recom¬ 
mendation  are  thereby  excluded.  The  maintenance  charges  to  be  ar¬ 
ranged  prior  to  admission.  The  medical  charges  to  be  an  arrangement 
between  the  doctor  and  the  patient.  Out-patients  not  holding  Sub¬ 
scribers’  tickets  will  be  charged  Is.  per  visit. 

12.  — Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing,  shall  be  provided  in  the 
Hospital,  and  Patients  may  not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other 
source  without  the  sanction  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  case. 

13.  — Every  Annual  Subscriber  of  One  Guinea  will  be  entitled  to  re¬ 
mend  one  ln-patient  annually,  or  four  Out-patients,  and  subscribers  of  a 
larger  amount  in  like  ratio.  Every  person  who  shall  submit  to  the 
Treasurer  a  Collection  made  in  any  Church  or  Chapel,  or  other  place,  to 
the  amount  of  One  Guinea,  will  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  for 
the  current  year,  and  so  on  in  like  ratio  for  every  One  Guinea.  The 
House  Committee  shall  have  50  Letters  of  Recommendation  each  year, 
to  be  issued  under  the  signatures  of  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the 
House  Committee. 

II- — Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in  advance,  and  shall  be  deemed 
be  due  on  the  1st  day  of  January  in  every  year.  No  person  shall  take 
any  part  in  the  business  of  the  Hospital  unless  his  or  her  Subscription  for 
the  current  year  has  been  paid. 

15.  — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  Bye-laws  for  the  better 
carrying  out  of  any  details  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  ;  they  also  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  vacancies  which  may  occur  in 
their  numbers  between  Annual  Meetings,  and  they  may  summon  a  Special 
General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  if  thought  necessary. 

16.  — The  Rules  can  be  altered  or  rescinded  only  at  a  General  Meeting 
of  the  Subscribers,  and  14  days’  notice  must  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Hon.  Secretary  of  any  proposed  alteration  or  rescission  specifying  the 
same. 

17.  — Private  Patients  may  be  admitted  to  the  Private  Wards  on  appli¬ 
cation  being  made  to  the  House  Committee,  who  shall  decide  the  charge 
per  week  for  board,  residence,  and  nursing  treatment  during  their  resi¬ 
dence  at  the  Hospital.

2.  — All  articles  of  bed  clothing  (except  top  quilts)  are  washed  fre¬ 
quently  during  a  patient’s  stay  in  Hospital,  and  always  before  a  bed  is 
occupied  by  a  fresh  patient. 

3.  — Changes  of  Linen  are  very  numerous  in  certain  conditions. 

4.  — All  Linen  used  in  surgical  work  is  sterilized  by  steam,  the  con¬ 
stant  application  of  which  injures  the  Linen  in  time.
